fore the bank closed its doors. Royer’s 
attorney was very severe on K< an 
when the case came up for hearing 
before Justice Hamburger in Chicago 
yesterday. 
He said that S. A. Kean 
robbed Royer when he took his mon­ 
ey knowing he was insolvent and 
could not p ay it back, and he “should 
receive no more consideration than 
any other thief.” 
He read a decision 
by the ap p ellate court holding that a 
banker is p resumed in law to know 
at all times whether he is insolvent or 
not. 
The justice held to this view of 
the case, and said there was p robably 
cause to believe that Kean knew he 
was insolvent when he took Royer’s 
money. 
The case constitutes a good 
p recedent. 
It behooves 
bankers 
whose banks are shaky to be careful 
how they receive dep osit« , lest they 
lay themselves liable to criminal p ros­ 
ecution.

ed to forty, and payments $2.50 for 
each adult—are made weekly in ad­ 
vance.

S. A. Kean has been held to the 
grand jury for receiving money on 
deposit when he knew that his bank 
was iusolvent. The complainant in 
this particular case was one Royer, 
says the Tribune, who claims that he 
deposited money only three hours be­ 
fore the bank closed its doors. Royer’s 
attorney was very severe on Kuan 
when the case came up for hearing 
before Justice Hamburger in Chicago 
yesterday. He said that S. A. Kean 
robbed Royer when he took his mon­ 
ey knowing he was insolvent and 
could not pay it back, and he “should 
receive no more consideration than 
any other thief.” He read a decision 
by the appellate court holding that a 
banker is presumed in law to know 
at all times whether he is insolvent or 
not. The justice held to this view of 
the case, and said there was probably 
cause to believe that Koan knew he 
was insolvent when he took Royer’s 
money. The case constitutes a good 
precedent. 
It behooves bankers 
whose banks are shaky to be careful 
how they receive deposits, lest they 
lay themselves liable to criminal pros­ 
ecution.

Gen. F. E. Spinner, ex-treasurer of the 
United States, died at Jacksonville, Florida, 
ol cancer, from which he has been suffering 
or several year*. Gen. Spinner was born at 
German Flats near the present village o 
Mohawk, N Y , in 1802. Gen. Spinner served 
in congress from 18+5 to ISSI, when he was 
appointed treasurer to tile I’nited States by 
President Lincoln, and soon his autograph 
lieoame a prominent feature of the paper 
Money. His signature will always remain 
m e of the curiosities of chirography, and 
n a n y amusing anecdotes nre told in connec­ 
tion with it.

SCALPED A SOLDIER. 


The Body of a Soldier Fonnd Near the 
Battle Field at Wounded 
Ku ee. 


Every Bone in the Unfortunate Man’s 
Body Broken and the Scalp 
Removed. 


Pine Ridge, 
8. ll., Jan. 6.—That the 
search for the dead was not conclusive was 
proved to-day when an Indian brought 
into the agency the body of Private Francis 
Chotte, os Troop G. Seventh cavalry. The 
body was found in a ravine six miles from 
the battle field to the north. 
The 
unfortunate 
soldier 
had 
been 
mutilated iii a horrible manner. 
Every 
bone-in the body was broken and the scalp 
removed. Choile was probably kit levi in 
one pf the skirmishes and overlooked. Ile 
was buried to-day with military honors. 
Sixty-five squaws, with about Hie same 
number of papooses came in from the 
hostile camp, about six milos away, to-day 
and y e being taken care of. There is great 
suffdftng among the hostiles on account of 
scarqtly of lood or shelter.

watch to see that no one was behind hun. 
Filially the hali-breeds told certain Indians 
that we were onto the scheme, and told cer­ 
tain bucks to light out or we would make 
it warm tor them. 
in an hour there was not an Indian in 
the ca rn t>. except the uni owned scouts and 
police. Many a dark 
ok was. passed and 
ugly words sjHjkeii between the whites aud 
reds during that hour of stampede. Over 
twenty-five squaw men and their lumities 
drove with frantic sj»eed tor settlements 
along the railroad. Houses aud hotels Were 
abandoned, every one going atter a hasty 
apology for supper to some store or ware­ 
house where there was a chance ior re­ 
sistance. Even Gen. Miles remained up un­ 
til 3 o'clock yesterday morning.

A courierwas sent back to camp for 
reinforcements, butin the meantime an in­ 
cessant fire was kept up on both sides, re­ 
sulting in th* wounding of one soldier and 
the killing anti wounding of several In­ 
dians, the exact number ct which could not 
be ascertained, as the reds carried their dy­ 
ing am! wounded away. 
About three hours alter the courier’s de­ 
parture troops were seen coming at lull 
gallop to the rescue. As Hie troops rode 
up, the Indians scattered in all directions 
and Troop F pursued, but abandoned the 
chase on account ot darkness.

Wis., Special Telegram, 
Jan. 6.—A man who less than a year ago 
shared the full confidence and respect ol 
this entire community as an honest an up­ 
right citizen to-night occupies a felon’s cell 
in jail. Sever Serley, the popular county 
treasurer, whose term of office expired only 
twenty-four hours ago, is behind j rison 
bars, charged with being an embezzler and 
defaulter to the amount of nearly $19,000. 
At tile last March meeting of the county 
board figures allowed that Serley was snort 
in his accounts in quite a large amount, but 
somehow no official action was taken with 
reference to an investigation, presumably 
because the board felt assured it would no’t 
suffer, as Serley had upon his bond fifteen 
ol tile wealthiest citizens of Hie county. 
Matters dragged along until a tittle over 
a mouth ago, when the bondsmen became 
alarum *, lrom Hie tact that Serley had re­ 
fused to pay county orders and at once be­ 
gan inquiry. It was then that tile treasurer 
acknowledged his default and asked that a 
new man be api>ointed iii his place. He 
also transferred his property to his bonds­ 
men, which he claimed would cover the 
shortage which was supposed would not 
exceed $8,000. The accounting was com­ 
peted to-day and the enormous shortage 
discovered. 
A warrant signed by R. D. Whittemore, 
chairman of the county board, was at once 
procured,and .Serley taken into custody and 
brought before Judge Comfit in the muni­ 
cipal court. He Partly confessed his crime, 
but entered a plea of not guilty, and on 
failure to furnish$5,000 bad was committed 
to jail until Jan. 13, when he will have Ins 
preliminary examination. Intense feeling 
is being manifested over the affair here.

W ash in g to n , Jan. 6.—Messrs. Merrick 
and Morse, the gentlemen who recently 
tendered a silver brick to the eujterintend- 
ent of the mint at Philadelphia to lie made 
into silver dollars for their benefit, to-day 
made a written demand upon the director 
of the mint to instruct the superintendent o' 
the mint at Philadelphia to receive and 
coin the bullion as requested. Director 
Leach replied to them, sustaining the action 
at the superintendent, and said: 
■ “The only authority of law for the re­ 
ceipt of silver bullion at the mints of the 
United States for coinage into silver dollars 
is that contained in the act of July 14, 189U, 
which provides that the secretary of Hie 
treasury is directed to purchase from 
time 
to 
silver bullion to the aggre­ 
gate amount of 4,5<J0,000 ounces, or so 
much thereof as may be offered in cacti 
month at the market price thereof; that the 
secretary of the treasury shall each month 
coin 2,000,000 ounces of the silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions of this act 
into standard silver dollar?, v * * • 
and any gain or seigniorage arising from 
such coinage shall lie accounted lur and 
paid into the treasury. 
‘At the date you" presented the baroi 
silver at the mint at Philadelphia the su- 
periiitendent was instructed by tlie depart­ 
ment to pay $1.03i per tine ounce for silver 
offered tor sale, corresponding to the ‘mar­ 
ket price.’ lr he had received the bar of 
silver tor coinage into silver dollars for 
your benefit he would have paid at the 
rate of $1.20 j»er fine ounce, which would 
have been in violation of law and instruc­ 
tion of the department.”

A noted Englishman traveling in 
this country asked why it is that 
there is such a difference between the 
Bepublie of North America and the 
republics of South America. He had 
1 just witnessed a complete revolution 
in political power in our last election, 
and was surprised that every one 
took it so good-natnredly, and out­ 
side of a few cross words next day he 
heard nothing to lead him to be­ 
lieve but that everybody was satis­ 
fied. And so they were satisfied. 
The voter of the United States feels 
that the Government is perfectly safe 
in the hands of his political oppo­ 
nent. He may think tnat it will not 
be conducted as his party would con­ 
duct it, but he does not for a mo­ 
ment doubt but that it will tie all 
right. In the republics of South 
America this confidence is entirely 
lacking. Each politician sees in his 
advancement the opportunity for 
position under a different form of 
government, and the moment he is 
elected that moment he begins to 
plot to make his position perma­ 
nent; and his first step in that line is 
to at once drive out of the country 
his opponent. The defeated man, if 
he has any following at all, at once 
organizes his backing into an army 
and fights for it. The difference is 
that in the Great Republic of North 
America the people have confidence 
in each other. In the petty republics 
of South America they can not trust 
each other after dark.

A Fatal Accident. 
The Minneapolis Times contains 
the following account of a railroad 
accident which occurred in that city 
on Sunday evening: 
At 7-.30 o’clock last evening a North­ 
ern 
Pacific 
freight 
tram 
was 
wrecked on the main tracks of the 
line on First street north, just above 
Twentieth avenue, and resulted in 
the instant dc**h of C. H. Davis, the 
firemaa, while Charles Johnson, the 
engineer, was badly scalded about 
the legs. He jumped and thereby 
saved his life. 
The engine and four 
cars were completely wrecked, and 
the damage will run up into the 
thousands. The locomotive, after it 
left the rails, ran along on the ties 
for about 50 feet, when it turned to 
the left, croesed the double tracks and 
went over a four-foot embankment 
and ditch, landing on the railway of 
First street. About 50 feet farther 
north oq the tracks, lay the tank and 
coal car of the engine completely 
tnraed over, while a flat car had 
fonnd its way half over the tank, and 
two box cars in a more or less wreck­ 
ed condition completed the pile. 
Half wav between th#» wrecked en­ 
gine and th 
of C. H. Davis, the fireman. The 
body lay as it was fonnd after the 
wreck, and was surrounded by a 
crowd of carious men and women 
from the neighborhood. 
It was 
terribly mangled, and presented a 
sickening sight. The skull had been 
crushed, and the brains were scattered 
for several yards along the track. 
The clothing had been torn to shreds, 
and the left leg was almost severed 
from the body at the thigh. Coroner 
Towers, after viewing the body, or­ 
dered the remains removed to Con- 
•nolly’s morgue, but has not decided 
whether an inquest will be necessary. 
The dead fireman has a brother em- 
S 
loyed in the general offices of the 
iorthern Pacific, in St. Paul, and an 
other who is in the employ of the 
company at Brainerd. 
Both were 
last night notified by telegraph of 
¡their brother’s death. 
According to the story of one otthe 
brakemen on the train, switch engine 
No. 331 was on its way to the yards 
th Northeast Minneapolis, and had 
just crossed the bridge over Twentieth 
avenue north, when the engine jump­ 
ed the rails, and. although steam was 
at once shut off, it was forced along 
by the impetus of th# » long train be­ 
hind. 
When the main part of the en­ 
gine went over the incoming track, 
both the engineer and fireman, blind­ 
ed and scalded by escaping steam, 
jumped from the cab. The fireman 
jumped from the right side of the 
cab to the rails, and was run over by 
the tank and several cars, which con 
tinned on along the ties, and were 
wrecked 50 feet further north. John 
son, the engineer,

scalded about the legs, was taken to 
.his home, where medical aid was 
jBummoned, and he is expected to re­ 
po ver.

A Fatal Accident. 
The Minneapolis Times contains 
the following account of a railroad 
accident which occurred in that city 
on Sunday evening: 
At 7:30 o’clock last evening a North­ 
ern 
Pacific 
freight 
tram 
was 
wrecked on the main tracks of the 
line on First street north, just above 
Twentieth avenue, and resulted in 
the instant death of C. H. Davis, the 
fireman, while Charles Johnson, the 
engineer, was badly scalded about 
the legs. 
He jumped and thereby 
saved his life. 
The engine and four 
cars were completely wrecked, and 
the damage will run up into the 
thousands. 
The locomotive, after it 
left the rails, ran along on the ties 
for about 50 feet, when it turned to 
the left, crossed the double tracks and 
went over a four-foot embankment 
and ditch, landing on the railway of 
First street. 
About 50 feet farther 
north on the tracks, lay the tank and 
coal car of the engine completely 
turned over, while a flat car had 
found its way half over the tank, and 
two box cars in a more or lees wreck­ 
ed condition completed the pile. 
Half wav between the wrecked en­ 
gine and the cars lay the dead body 
of C. H. Davis, the fireman. 
The 
body lay as it was found after the 
wreck, and was surrounded by a 
crowd of curious men and women 
from the 
neighborhood. 
It was 
terribly mangled, and presented a 
sickening sight. 
The skull had been 
crushed, and the brains were scattered 
for several yards along the track. 
' The clothing had been torn to shreds, 
and the left leg was almost severed 
from the body at the thigh. 
Coroner 
1 Towers, after viewing the body, or­ 
dered the remains removed to Con- 
•nolly’e morgue, but has not decided 
whether an inquest will be necessary. 
' 
The dead fireman has a brother em­ 
ployed in the general offices of the 
northern Pacific, in S t Paul, and an- 
*other who is in the employ of the 
company at Brainerd. 
Both were 
last night notified by telegraph of 
their brother’s death. 
According to the story of one ot the 
brakemen on the train, switch engine 
No. 331 was on its way to the yards 
in Northeast Minneapolis, and had 
just crossed the bridge over Twentieth 
avenue north, when the engine jump­ 
ed the rails, and, although steam was 
at once shut off, it was forced along 
by the impetus of the long train be­ 
hind. 
When the main part of the en­ 
gine went over the incoming track, 
both the engineer and fireman, blind­ 
ed and scalded by escaping steam, 
jumped from the cab. 
The fireman 
jumped from the right side of the 
cab to the rails, and was run over by 
the tank *ind several cars, which con­ 
tinued on along the ties, and were 
wrecked 50 feet further' north. John

home, where medical aid was 
summoned, and he is expected to re­ 
cover.

The Stillwater prison has a new 
warden and the Globe remarks: “Let 
ns hope that the prisoners will be 
kind to him? for, truiy, the path trod 
by the warden of Stillwater state’s 
prison is a thorny one.” 


T he treasurer of Wright county 
was robbed of $3,885 just as he was 
placing the cash in his vault on the 
evening of Jan. 1st. 
He has replaced 
the sum without calling on his bonds­ 
men. 
No clue to the robbers has 
been obtained. 


Lou Murray, who was pardoned a 
short time ago, returned to Philadel­ 
phia under an assumed name, and 
started an intelligence office at the 
corner of Eighth and Vine streets. 
The police, however, decided to take 
no chances with him, and he was 
ordered to leave the city. 


Bankers Should be Caretul. 
S. A. Kean has been held to the 
grand jury for receiving money on 
deposit when he knew that his bank 
was insolvent. 
The complainant in 
this particular case was one Boyer, 
says the Tribune, who claims that he 
deposited money only three hours be­ 
fore the bank closed its doors. Boyer’s 
attorney was very severe on K«an 
when the case came up for hearing 
before J ustice Hamburger in Chicago 
yesterday. 
He said that S. A. Kean 
robbed Boyer when he took his mon­ 
ey knowing he was insolvent and 
could not pay it back, and he “should 
receive no more consideration than 
any other thief.” 
He read a decision 
by the appellate court holding that a 
banker is presumed in law to know 
at all times whether he is insolvent or 
not. 
The justice held to this view of 
the case, and said there was probably 
cause to believe that Kean knew he 
was insolvent when he took Royer’s 
money. 
The case constitutes a good 
precedent. 
It behooves bankers 
w'hose banks are shaky to be careful 
how they receive deposits, lest they 
lay themselves liable to criminal pros­ 
ecution.

T he D ispatch has again been ap­

and he gave me over adozen different 
points in billiards. One day after I 
had known him about a week, he put 
a lot of greenbacks into an envelope 
and beckoned me aside and confiden­ 
tially whispered. 
“ ‘I am not al ways what I seem. I 
have a mania for gambling, and am 
safe only when I have no money in 
my pocket. Will you be kind enough 
keep this $300 for me and dole it out 
as 1 want it?’ 
“I suggested the office safe, but he 
bad three or four reasonable excuses, 
and alter telling him that I would 
not be responsible for any loss I 
locked the envelope in my trunk. 
It 
was very bulky, and he had written 
on the face of it his name and that it 
contained $300. 
“The very next day he struck me 
for $10, and I gave it to him out of 
my own wallet.

The difference is 
that in the Great Republic of North 
America the people lmve confidence 
in each other. 
In the petty republics 
of South America they can not trust 
each other after dark.

A F atal A ccident. 
The Minneapolis Times 
the following account of a 
accident which occurred 
on Sunday evening: 
At 7:30 o’clock last evening a North­ 
ern 
Pacific 
freight 
train 
was 
wrecked on the main tracks of the 
line on First street north, just above 
Twentieth avenue, and resulted in 
the instant death of C. H. Davis, the 
fireman, while Charles Johnson, the 
engineer, was badly scalded about 
the legs. 
He jumped and thereby 
saved his life. 
The engine and fuur 
cars were completely wrecked, and 
the damage will run up into the 
thousands. 
The locomotive, after it 
left the rails, ran along on the ties 
for about 50 feet, when it turned to 
the left, crossed the double tracks and 
went over a four-foot embankment 
and ditch, landing on the railway of 
First street. 
About 50 feet farther 
north on the tracks, lay the tank and 
coal car of the engine completely 
turned over, while a flat car had 
found its way half over the tank, and 
two box cars in a more or lees wreck­ 
ed condition completed the pile. 
Half way between th** wrecked en­ 
gine and the cars lay the dead body 
of C. H. Davis, the fireman. 
The 
body lay as it was found after the 
wreck, and was surrounded by a 
crowd of curious men and women 
from the neighborhood. 
It was 
terribly mangled, and presented a 
sickening sight. 
The skull had been 
crushed, and the brains were scattered 
for several yards along the track. 
The clothing had been torn to shreds, 
and the left leg was almost severed 
from the body at the thigh. 
Coroner 
Towers, after viewing the body, or­ 
dered the remains removed to Con- 
tiolly’s morgue, but has not decided 
whether an inquest will be necessary. 
' 
The dead fireman has a brother em­ 
ployed in the general offices of the 
Northern Pacific, in St. Paul, and an- 
‘other who is in the employ of the 
company at Brainerd. 
Both were 
last night notified by telegraph of 
Jtheir brother’s death. 
According to the story of one otthe 
brakemen on the train, switch engine 
No. 1331 was on its way to the yards 
ih Northeast Minneapolis, and had 
'just crossed the bridge over Twentieth 
avenue north, when the engine jum p­ 
ed the rails, and, although steam was 
at once shut off, it was forced along 
by the impetus of the long train be­ 
hind. 
When the main part of the en­ 
gine went over the incoming track, 
both the engineer and fireman, blind­ 
ed and scalded by escaping steam, 
jum ped from the cab. 
The fireman 
jumped from the right side of the 
cab to the rails, and was run over by 
the tank and several cars, which con­ 
tinued on along the ties, and were 
wrecked 50 feet further north. John 
son, the engineer, 
though 
badly 
’ scalded about the legs, was taken to 
.his home, where medical aid was 
summoned, and he is expected to re­ 
cover. 
He could not be seen last 
night 
The broken rail which caused the 
accident was examined, and it was 
evident that the flat part of the rail, 
which rests upon the ties, had been 
,)broken for some time, for they had 
•.rusted clear through, while the top 
part was newly broken.
